PRODUCTS 


UNITIZED MICROFORMS 

Unitized microform is the term applied to opaque (paper) or trans¬ 
parent (film) cards of whatever size upon which reports, books, 
documents, etc. aie reproduced generally anywhere from 1/15 to 
1 /20th their original size. Unitized microforms can either be posi¬ 
tive (black images, white background) or negative (white images, 
black background). They have the following characteristics: 

Compact —over 10,000 pages can be stored in less than two inches 
of drawer space. 

Light— a thousand pages can be mailed, book rate, for 50. 

Easy to identify —Descriptive information (e.g., author, title, re¬ 
port number, coding, subject) in type legible to the naked eye iden¬ 
tifies each unitized microform. 

Easily retrieved —Unitized microforms are numbered in type legi¬ 
ble to the naked eye so that any one card can be retrieved from a 
file in a few seconds. These numbers identify the card within a se¬ 
quence of cards (e.g.. Card 1, Card 2, Card 3, etc.) and the pages 
reproduced upon the card (e.g., pp. 94-189). 

Self-contained units —One 100-page report on one card or fiche. 
No need to wind through 100 feet of film to find the report you 
want—no need to tie up 100 feet of film while you look at one 
report. 

Variable reduction, variable format — Unitized microforms are 
made using a variety of reductions and formats (the number of 
exposures per line, and the number of lines per card or fiche) in 
order to give the best possible image.

Microcard are produced photographically— 
they are not printed by offset—this means that the images on the 
cards cannot smudge as is the case with miniaturized printing. 

Ease of storage —Microcard and library catalog cards are identical 
in size (75mm x 125mm) and therefore can be stored in the same 
cabinets. Microcard can also be stored in any standard 3" x 5" 
office card file. 

Preservation —Microcard do not require temperature and humidity 
controls for preservation as does microfilm and microfiche. 


Other micro-opaques —The Microcard Corporation manufactures 
micro-opaque cards in a variety of sizes all having the same basic 
advantages offered by Microcard. 

MICROFICHE 

Microfiche is the French word applied in this country to sheets of 
film containing micro-images. Microfiches can be any size—.Euro¬ 
pean ones are generally 9cm x 12cm while those produced in this 
country are 75mm x 125mm (nominal 3" x 5") or 105mm x 
148mm (nominal 4" x 6") as per the standards adopted by the 
National Microfilm Association (see, National Micro-News , No. 66 
(October, 1963), 42-76). To date, all of the works published by 
Microcard Editions, Inc., are on the.75mm x 125mm size. 

Microcard Editions publishes on positive fiches (black images, 
white background) except when the fiche is expected to be a stor¬ 
age intermediate from which full-size copies will be printed as 
opposed to direct reading of the image on a screen—in these cases 
negative fiches (white image, black background) are used as most 
reader-printers reverse the images thus producing positive hard 
copy from a negative fiche. 

Both micro-opaques and microfiches are manufactured by mak¬ 
ing contact prints from a master negative which has been produced 
on a step-and-repeat camera or by cutting reel microfilm into strips 
and mounting these strips in a frame. In making Microcard and 
other micro-opaques the contact print is made on photographic 
paper; in making microfiches the contact print is made on film. 

Microfiches offer all the advantages listed for unitized micro¬ 
forms plus those given below. 

Image quality —microfiches give exceptionally sharp, clear images 
on the reader screen. 

Brightness —as light is transmitted through a microfiche as op¬ 
posed to being reflected off an opaque card, the image on the 
screen is very bright. 

Ease of making hard copy —full-size copies can be made of any 
page on a microfiche using reader-printers manufactured by Min¬ 
nesota Mining, Documat, Recordak, Itek, and other leading firms. 

PUBLICATIONS 

Microcard Editions, Inc., publishes principally on Microcard 
and microfiches. Its activities are almost identical to those of a 
conventional book publisher except for the method of publication 
used. Microcard Editions, Inc., does not reproduce single copies 
of books, journals, or articles on request. 

MICROTAPE 

Both Microcard and microfiches are designed for making multi¬ 
ple copies of a given item—both are economically unsuited for 
making one copy. Reel microfilm was designed primarily for pre¬ 
serving records such as bank checks and is ideal for making one 
copy of an item for deep storage. Reel microfilm, however, is 
cumbersome as a means of reproducing short reports, articles, 
etc. to which reference will be made frequently. Microtape was

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designed to permit opaque microreproduction on a one-copy basis 
and in addition offers the following advantages: (1) the material 
may be microfilmed anywhere; (2) any size card may be used; 
(3) ordinary office file cards may be used; (4) new material may be 
added to the card at any time. 

Microtape works as follows: (1) the material is microfilmed on 
16mm or 35mm reel microfilm; (2) the microfilm is sent to any 
Microtape station licensed by the Microcard Corporation; (3) by 
direct contact printing a reel similar in appearance to adhesive tape 
is made—this reel contains micro-images identical to those found 
on a Microcard; (4) the reel of Microtape and the reel of microfilm 
is sent to the customer; (5) the Microtape is cut and mounted by 
the customer on cards—the tape comes with an adhesive backing 
so no gluing is required. 


Microtape has been used extensively for hospital records. Once 
a patient is discharged his records are microfilmed and the micro¬ 
film is converted into Microtape.

The Chemical Society is the oldest chemical society in existence. Its Journal was 
preceded by its Memoirs (1841) and was known for a time (1847-61) as the 
Quarterly Journal. In 1885 the Society began publishing a separate Proceedings 
which contained scientific information until 1915 when they became a record of 
business activities only. For many years the Journal consisted of two parts— 
Transactions” and "Abstracts” but in 1925 the "Abstracts” were transferred elsewhere. 
In 1926 volumes ceased to be numbered, the year alone constituting the full reference.

It was named in honor of 
Thomas Percy (1729-1811), bishop of Dromore, who in 1765 published 
Reliques of Ancient English Poetry, a collection of ballads, sonnets, his¬ 
torical songs, and metrical romances, a work which did much to promote 
the revival of interest in the older English poetry.

The Camden Society was established in 1838 in London for the pur¬ 
pose of publishing historical and antiquarian information. In 1897, 
it was incorporated into the Royal Historical Society. 

The Society was named in honor of William Camden (1551-1623), 
the English antiquarian and historian who was one of the founders of 
English historiography and who is now best known for his antiquarian 
Survey of the British Isles, Britannia, published in Latin in 1586, a 
work which remained the basic source book for British topography 
and antiquities for two hundred years.

Letters of Elizabeth and James VI of Scotland, ed. by James Bruce; 
Domesday of St. Paul’s of the Year 1222; Treatise on the pretended 
divorce between Henry Vlll and Catherine of Aragon by N. Harp- 
shield; Historical description of the County of Essex, by J. Norden.
